the scho o l an d an Arab wo man 
d ead in an ambu sh 
There was grief, to o , lo r the 
70 wo u n d ed , mo st o f them chil­ 
d ren 
Ho u rs earlier, Israeli tro o p s 
sto rmed the scho o l where three 
Arab gu n men , ex p lo siv es hu n g 
fro m their belts, had held 85 
bo y s an d girls ho stage sin ce 
d awn an d theaten ed to blo w 
them to p ieces u n less the Is­ 
raeli go v ern men t freed 23 im­ 
p riso n ed gu errillas. 
The three gu n men d ied with 
their v ictims. 
"I fell to the flo o r an d my 
frien d s lay o n to p o f m e,” said 
Yo sef as he sat ween in c in the

President Nix o n, in his o wn v iew 
co nstantly beset by enemies, has 
tried in recent tim es to make a par­ 
ticular adv ersary o f his fo rmer 
co unsel, y o ung J o hn Dean. Their re­ 
latio nship in the Watergate co ntro ­ 
v ersy is wo rth scrupulo us scrutiny . 
Since Mr. Nix o n’s release o f tran­ 
scripts o f many White Ho use Water­ 
gate co nv ersatio ns reco rded o n 
tapes requested by but refused to the 
Ho use J udiciary Co mmittee, the 
White Ho use has turned o ut an anal­ 
y sis charging 16 discrepancies be­ 
tween what Dean said—as reflected 
in the edited transcripts—and what 
he to ld the Senate Watergate inv es­ 
tigating co mmittee last spring. 
In the President’s April 29 natio n­ 
wide telev isio n address declaring 
his intent to release transcripts, he 
mentio ned specifically that J o hn 
Dean is the o ne man who has o penly 
accused him o f direct co mplicity in 
the Watergate scandals. 
The day befo re that, when a New 
Yo rk jury acquitted fo rmer Nix o n 
cabinet o fficers J o hn Mitchell and 
Maurice Stans o n 15 co unts inv o lv ing 
perjury , co nspiracy and o bstructio n 
o f justice, o ne unidentified senio r 
administratio n o fficial said the v er­ 
dict “ by implicatio n makes Dean a 
liar, which makes o ne wo nder ho w 
many o ther lies he to ld.” 
On April 30, sev eral ho urs befo re 
release o f the transcripts, the White 
Ho use put o ut a 5 0-page brief by the 
President’s lawy er, J ames St. Gair, 
in which he subtly calls attentio n to 
Dean’s ro le in the Mitchell-Stans tri­ 
al. First he no tes Dean has pleaded 
guilty to a felo ny in the Watergate 
matter, then quickly no tes that the 
New Yo rk juro rs acquitted the two 
men Dean, amo ng o thers, testified 
against.

A key New Yo rk juro r said 
Dean’s ro le in the Mitchell-Stans 
case bo re o n o nly o ne co unt (a per­ 
jury charge) amo ng the 15 lev ied 
against the defendants. Tho ugh the 
juro rs didn’t believ e Dean in that 
matter, he was no t central to the 
case. 


St. G air’s specific mentio n o f 
Dean in his April 30 brief was gratui­ 
to us, since he o bserv es that sev en 
o ther “ fo rmer White Ho use o fficials 
stand indicted” fo r Watergate o f­ 
fenses, but names no t o ne. They in­ 
clude, o f co urse, such luminaries as 
Mitchell, and the President’s three 
to p White Ho use aides o f the time— 
H. R. Haldeman, J o hn Ehrlichman 
and Charles Co lso n. 


In the sho rt interv al since the 
White Ho use so ught to sho w dispari­ 
ties between Dean’s Senate Water­ 
gate testimo ny (which co v ered fiv e 
full day s) and his transcript utter­ 
ances, no repo rter co uld make a full 
co mpariso n check. 
But there is partial ev idence this 
assault upo n Dean’s credibility was 
carelessly prepared and thus do es 
no t itself deserv e to be giv en full 
credibility . 
The White Ho use say s Dean to ld 
the Senate o n March 13 that he and 
Mr. Nix o n discussed ex ecutiv e 
clemency fo r the basic Watergate 
burglary defendants. The transcript 
fo r that date sho ws this was no t so . 
But the transcript o f their prio r 
meeting o n Feb. 28, 197 3, just two 
weeks earlier, disclo ses they did in­ 
deed talk o f clemency then.

also 
challenges 
Dean’s Senate testimo ny that he to ld 
the President o n Sept. 15, 197 2, that 
he had been able to “ co ntain” the 
case and keep it o ut o f the White 
Ho use. The transcript o f that date 
sho ws no Dean use o f the wo rd “ co n­ 
tain.” But it do es rev eal Mr, Nix o n 
adv ising Dean “ y o u just try to but­ 
to n it up as well as y o u can. . .” 


REFLECTION» — The Dix o n 
Bo ard o f Educatio n, facing a deficit 
o f abo ut $36 0,000 this y ear and lo o k­ 
ing at a budgeted $7 00,000 in the red 
fo r nex t y ear, decided to ask v o ters 
fo r an 8 5 -cent increase in the Educa­ 
tio nal Fund tax rate. 
Fo r three y ears the bo ard at­ 
tempted to co pe with co sts rising 
faster than rev enues. The financial 
wo es were triggered by the relax ing 
o f perso nal pro perty tax es. 
The bo ard came to a decisio n two 
cho ices o f actio n were o pen: 
The first, to meet the pro jected 
$7 00,000 deficit by lo pping o ff abo ut 
7 0 teachers, which is almo st 30 per 
cent o f the instructio nal staff. 
The o ther was to go to the peo ple 
fo r a tax -rate increase. 
The bo ard cho se to giv e the peo ­ 
ple o f the district a chance to in­ 
crease their financial suppo rt o f lo ­ 
cal educatio n 
because members 
feared dro pping 30 per cent o f the 
faculty might destro y the ability o f 
the scho o ls to pro v ide acceptable 
educatio n to the district’s children. 


District patro ns, by a margin o f 
287 v o tes o ut o f mo re than 5 ,100 cast, 
appro v ed the tax -rate increase. 


As we v iew it, district v o ters be­ 
liev ed the bo ard faced a financial 
plight and by a scant majo rity bal­ 
lo ted to pro v ide the lo cal scho o ls 
with mo re tax suppo rt. 


We believ e the peo ple o f this dis­ 
trict are to be co mmended fo r co m­ 
ing to the suppo rt o f lo cal educatio n 
after the need was publicized. 


We ho pe the bo ard will realize 
o nly a slight majo rity o f v o ters 
agreed to help the district o ut o f a fi­ 
nancial plight. 


We suggest the bo ard be as frugal 
with tax do llars as when facing 
mo unting deficits. 


In the analy sis o f ex penses o f the 
district which were repo rted in The 
Telegraph articles prio r to the refer­ 
endum, it was po inted o ut teachers’ 
salaries and pay o f administrato rs 
adv anced slightly ahead o f the gen­ 
eral co st price index o v er the past 
fiv e y ears. 


Teachers and scho o l administra­ 
to rs are v aluable perso ns in o ur 
co mmunity and lo ng hav e been paid 
less than they were entitled to re­ 
ceiv e. 


In v iew o f the fact these salaries 
hav e impro v ed and are o n the high 
side co mpared to many o ther dis­ 
tricts, we suggest teachers and the 
bo ard nego tiate nex t y ear’s co ntract 
as tho ugh the referendum had no t 
passed. 


By this we ask the bo ard to be as 
to ugh as if a $7 00,000 deficit were 
faced, and suggesting teacher rep­ 
resentativ es ex ercise the same mo d­ 
eratio n which wo uld hav e been dis­ 
play ed if they were lo o king at the 
po ssibility 30 per cent o f the teaching 
staff might be released. 


We ask the bo ard and the teach­ 
ers bo th keep in mind v o ters were 
asked and gav e appro v al fo r an in­ 
crease o f 53 per cent in the Educa­ 
tio nal Fund tax rate to erase a pro ­ 
jected $7 00,000 deficit. 


Fo r any emplo y e who receiv es a 
raise in pay , it is v ery easy no t to use 
it to reduce indebtedness, but to 
raise his standard o f liv ing. 


We make this appeal to the bo ard 
and to the instructio nal staff be­ 
cause real sacrifices will be made by 
ho meo wners to pay pro perty -tax 
bills which will increase, perhaps by 
an av erage o f $85, because o f the 
tax -rate increase. 
The Telegraph endo rsed the ref­ 
erendum calling fo r the tax -rate in­ 
crease and we are pleased v o ters 
saw fit to giv e the bo ard mo re tax 
suppo rt. 
We hav e co nfidence in the Bo ard 
o f Educatio n o r we wo uld no t hav e 
endo rsed their so lutio n to the dis­ 
trict’s financial pro blem. 
We felt co nstrained to issue this 
wo rd o f cautio n to the bo ard and a 
plea to the teachers to be respo nsible 
stewards o f the new rev enue which 
tax pay ers will be pay ing into district 
co ffers.

He a ding off horrors a t the pa s s

The questio n, o f co urse, is what 
we sho uld do to prev ent future Wa- 
tergates. 
Or at least what we can do to re­ 
duce their likeliho o d. 
Fro m discussio ns these past few 
mo nths with tho se o n the fringes o f 
Watergate and tho se in go v ernment 
and Co ngress who face similar pro b­ 
lems daily , o ne po ints stand o ut. 
Publicity do es wo rk. Mo re pub­ 
licity wo rks better—publicity fo r 
campaign co ntributio ns, publicity 
co ncerning the perso nal eco no mic 
interests and ho ldings o f majo r o f­ 
fice ho lders and legislato rs, publici­ 
ty o n co ntacts with high o fficials by 
tho se being inv estigated fo r wro ng­ 
do ing o r tho se seeking illegal o r 
questio nable fav o rs. 
As a result o f the interv iews men­ 
tio ned abo v e, this repo rter believ es: 
1) That all campaign co ntribu­ 
tio ns sho uld be by check. Tho se 
m aking cam paign co ntributio ns 
greater than $250 per family , sho uld 
be required to repo rt annually each 
co ntributio n made and to who m, 
with reco rds o pen to public inspec­ 
tio n. 
2) That a simple listing sho uld be 
made o f all meetings with and pho ne 
calls to the atto rney general, deputy 
atto rney general and White Ho use 


upper-echelo n staff by indiv iduals o r 
members o f co mpanies being inv es­ 
tigated o r under indictment by the 
federal go v ernment and that these 
reco rds be o pen to the public. That 
all meetings and pho ne calls to the 
administratio n in behalf o f these 
perso ns and co mpanies by co ngress­ 
men and o thers sho uld be no ted and 
made o pen fo r public inspectio n. 
3) That a detailed repo rt to the 
public sho uld be required o n the ex ­ 
penditure, after electio n, by candi­ 
dates o r their representativ es o f 
funds raised fo r an electio n cam ­ 
paign but no t spent fo r the cam­ 
paign. 
4 ) That all high-lev el o fficials, 
senato rs and representativ es sho uld 
be required to put their perso nal fi­ 
nances and so urces o f inco me o n the 
reco rd. 
That 
federal 
legislato rs 
sho uld be required to repo rt when 
they v o te fo r a financial measure di­ 
rectly benefitting in an impo rtant 
way majo r campaign co ntributo rs 
o r a law firm o r o ther business in 
which the legislato rs hav e an impo r­ 
tant financial interest. 
The inv estigativ e and research 
arms o f Co ngress sho uld be in­ 
creased—the General 
Acco unting 
Office, the Library o f Co ngress Ref­ 
erence Serv ice and the staffs o f the 
Co ngressio nal co mmittees charged 
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If yo u mu st kn o w, b u sin ess is terrib le 
— an d it's all 
th e ad min istratio n 's fau lt!”

Go v ernment still requires the use 
o f o riginal (histo rical) co st in figur­ 
ing the amo unts deductible as de­ 
preciatio n ex pense. Obv io usly , ho w­ 
ev er, reco v ering the same number 
o f do llars as inv ested in the past will 
no t replace the pro ductiv e capacity . 
It is no t o nly in the supermarket 
that the do llar has lo st buy ing po w­ 
er. The machinery and equipment 
element o f the Who lesale Price In­ 
dex o f early 197 4 was almo st 37 per 
cent abo v e that o f the 196 4 and 21 per 
cent abo v e early 196 9. Lo o king at the 
Gro ss Natio nal Pro duct 
Implicit 
Price Deflato r, we find that Pro duc­ 
ers’ Durable Equipment prices rcse 
29 per cent fro m 196 3 to late 197 3. Fo r 
structures the rise was 81 per cent. 
Tax laws, ho wev er, still fail to al­ 
lo w fo r the higher replacement 
co sts. Altho ugh Co ngress has nev er 
said, “ Let us tax so me o f the return 
o f capital (capital reco v ery ) as if it 
were net earnings,” the laws do so . 
(Accelerated depreciatio n pro v ides 
so me o ffset.) Estimates by Dr. Ter- 
bo rgh o f Machinery and Allied Pro d­ 
ucts Institute indicate that co rpo ra­ 
tio ns hav e understated depreciatio n 
by $29 billio n in the perio d 197 0 
thro ugh 197 3. Effectiv e (real) Fed­ 
eral plus state inco me tax rates fo r 
no n-financial co rpo ratio ns av eraged 
o v er 6 0 per cent thro ugh the fo ur 
y ears (co ntrasted with a repo rted 
rate o f 4 8 per cent), 
B usiness practice itself, and 
principles still acceptable to the ac­ 
co unting pro fessio n, co ndo ne the use 
o f o bso lete co st figures fo r no n tax 
purpo ses. Such failures do no t bind 
go v ernment. It co ntro ls tax po licy . 
Co ngress takes 4 8 per cent (and the 
states also take a share) o f what the 


law defines as tax able inco me. In 
times o f inflatio n such “ inco me” as 
no w defined is no t limited to the true 
earnings o f capital. So me o f the cap­ 
ital itself gets taken by the tax net. 
Businesses are fo rced to make co n­ 
tributio ns o f capital to the Treasury . 
“ We” hav e been sending to the go v ­ 
ernment, in the fo rm o f tax o n earn­ 
ings, funds that in a basic eco no mic 
sense are co sts. Tax pay ments in­ 
clude do llars which are needed to re­ 
place pro ductio n capacity at higher 
prices. In o ur go v ernment spending, 
we co nsume capital. 
Why this ero sio n o f the pro duc­ 
tiv e base o f the eco no my o ccurs? 
The reaso n is no t that lawmakers 
hav e o penly decided to take part o f 
the capital o f business to pay fo r 
current Federal spending. One ex ­ 
planatio n is that fo rces fo r tax re­ 
fo rm hav e no t pressed fo r adjust­ 
ment fo r inflatio n. 
Altho ugh fo r pricing and o ther 
purpo ses businesses may still use 
o bso lete (lo wer) histo rical co sts, 
Co ngress and the Ex ecutiv e Branch 
hav e the respo nsibility fo r go o d go v ­ 
ernment po licy They o ught to try to 
do what is right ev en if they must 
take the initiativ e. Fo r tax purpo ses, 
leadership can be assumed by go v ­ 
ernment. It can affo rd ex pert study 
to seek go o d answers to co mplex 
pro blems. Few o f the hundreds o f 
tho usands o f co mpanies are large 
eno ugh to make the effo rt to try to 
change established tax po licy o f the 
natio nal go v ernment—o r traditio nal 
acco unting practices. Co ngress, I 
submit, has bo th the po wer and the 
respo nsibility to make mo re effo rt to 
seek “ the greatest go o d fo r the 
greatest number.”

The American peo ple are go ing to 
witness the impeachment trial o f the 
37 th President o f the United States 
ev en befo re the fo rmal v o ting o n ar­ 
ticles o f impeachment by the Ho use 
o f Representativ es, and regardless 
o f whether o r no t the Ho use ev en­ 
tually do es so v o te. 


When the Ho use J udiciary Co m­ 
mittee begins its public hearings o n 
the ev idence and o n the charges, 
ev en tho ugh it is o nly the initial step 
in the impeachment pro cess, Rich­ 
ard M. Nix o n will be as much o n trial 
as if the Senate were weighing the 
merits o f a fo rmal indictment by the 
full Ho use. 


If the co mmittee decides, o n the 
ev idence and the testimo ny , to rec 
o m m end 
im peachm ent 
to 
the 
Ho use—and, mo st impo rtantly , il 
the American public, hav ing hearc 
and seen it all, co ncurs in the right 
ness o f the decisio n—the ensuing 
co nstitutio nal pro cesses may be al 
mo st anticlimactic.

Simplicity is the basis of 
science. 
When you really know some­ 
thing, you can generally state it 
in a few terse words. 
Verbosity is thus a “ cover- 
up” by which im practical 
people try to disguise their lack 
of real 
solutions to your 
problems. 
Many of these "polysyllabic 
professors” indict me to their 
college students, exclaiming. 
“ That awful Dr. Crane is 
debasing 
the 
prestige 
of 
scientific psychology by using 
2-syllable words!” 
But I taunt them for their 
devotion to long words 
by 
saying : 
“ They obfuscate the proposi­ 
tion by polysyllabic circum­ 
locutions.” 
Which is why students strug­ 
gle to decipher the meaning of 
the classroom lectures and dull, 
verbose textbooks till they lose 
their initial interest in majoring 
in psychology. 
However, about 25 per cent of 


our college psychology profs 
understand the art of human 
motivation and are thus superb 
teachers. 
For they go out of their way to 
dramatize their classroom lec­ 
tures and thus employ simple 
language which the freshman 
students can readily under­ 
stand. 
A 
basic 
law 
of 
verbal 
psychology states that you 
can’t persuade or 
motivate 
people properly unless they 
understand what you say. 
While teaching psychology at 
George Washington and also at 
Northwestern Universities, I 
thus went out of my way to 
make the class lectures in­ 
teresting. 
Which means I slated my 
teaching around that simple 
human interest formula: “ Me- 
Here-Now.” 
My classes were soon over­ 
flowing. Registration even had 
to be cancelled early for lack of 
seats. 
And my classes were popular 


lillllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllllll 


not because I gave top grades 
for lazy output. 
Instead, I assigned weekly 
homework practical cases, 
daily 
quickie exams, and 
allotted but 10 per cent “ A” 
grades, 20 per cent “ B ,” etc. 
For students don’t object to 
working hard if they are in­ 
terested in the course. 
Thus, 
I 
tried to 
“ sell” 
psychology so that 
I could 
persuade more students to 
major in my field than in rival 
departments, such as math, 
chemistry, etc. 
Luckily, over 1,300 college

my 
current textbook attest to the 
fact many of the pragmatic 
profs in that upper 25 per cent 
have this same competitive zest 
to 
make 
introductory 
psychology courses interesting 
via their practical slant!

SPRINGFIELD, 111 <A P)- 
Selection of a new Illinois audi­ 
tor general, a politically sensi­ 
tive position, stalled today 
wh en a legislative commission 
deadlocked on a candidate. 
Th e ch airman of th e biparti­ 
san Legislative Audit Commis­ 
sion, Sen. Terrell E. Clarke, R- 
Westem Springs, ch arged th at 
in terferen ce from political 
leaders was preventing th e se­ 
lection of an independent audi­ 
tor general not susceptible to 
political influence. 
Th e new Constitution gives 
th e auditor general th e job of 
monitoring state spending and 
investigating abuses at all lev­ 
els of state government. 
In a sh owdown th e commis­ 
sion split between Robert Cron- 
¿>on, a former legislator and 
current director of planning in 
th e secretary of state’s office, 
and David Th omas, th e current 
acting auditor general. 
Cronson got six votes, all 
from Democrats, and Th omas 
got four votes, all from Repub­ 
licans, on th e fourth and final 
ballot taken before th e commis­ 
sion adjourned. Eigh t votes 
were required for a recommen­ 
dation to th e legislature. One 
Republican commission mem­ 


ber did not vote and anoth er 
was absent. 
Clarke said political influ­ 
ence was being applied to th e 
audit commission for th e first 
time in its h istory . 
He said th e pressure was 
coming from House Speaker W.

That estimate was made by 
William McKee, an employ­ 
ment counselor for 20 years 
and author of the recently pub­ 
lished book, “ New Careers for 
Teachers,” from statistics he 
has collected on the job market 
for teachers. 
“ This year 
there 
will 
be 
about 295,000 teachers’ college 
graduates seeking jobs in ele­ 
mentary and high schools plus 
about 
90,000 
qualified, 
ex­ 
perienced teachers who didn’t 
teach last year but are ex­ 
pected to return to the class­ 
room in the fall,” McKee said. 
He pointed out the 139,000 
surplus teaching applicants 
in elementary and high schools 
will come at a time when 
teachers’ college 
graduating 
classes are 3.3 per cent smaller 
than 1973 — the first decrease 
in the number of teaching grad­ 
uates since 1954 
Reduced enrollments 
have 
caused many school closings, 
especially suburban school dis­ 
tricts, 
McKee 
said. 
Larger 
cities are continuing to ex­ 
perience smaller student bodies 
every year. 


M cKee 
saia 
tne 
college 
teaching job market is in even 
worse shape, according to fig­ 
ures he has collected—some of 
the not yet published—from the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare, the National 
Education Association and the 
American Association of Uni­ 
versity Professors. 
“ Though H E W expects total 
college teaching jobs to be up 
next fall to 478,000, compared 
to 465,000 in 1973-74, most of 
that increase is due to the 
growth of two-year community 
colleges,” said McKee. 
“ In four-year colleges and 
universities there will actually 
be a drop of 6 to 10 per cent in 
job openings, with the huma­ 
nities, such as English and his­ 
tory, particularly hard hit.”

Blair, a principal architect of 
the RTA last fall, did a turn­ 
about on the matter in March 
when suburban voters soundly 
rejected the plan. The RTA was 
approved in the overall six- 
county area, however, because 
of a heavy Chicago turnout in 
favor of it. 
Katz, D-Glencoe, argued that 
while the suburban vote was 
significant, it did not indicate 
total opposition to an RTA. He 
said that, with the other revi­ 
sions proposed by Blair, the 
RTA could be beneficial to the 
outlying counties.

H WASHINGTON (A P) - Five 
years ago, dozens of young 
people flocked to the White 
Jiouse to serve President Nix­ 
on.

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that place with a feeling of 
moral righteousness that it’s 
understandable some thought 
what they were doing was good 
for the country," said one dis­ 
illusioned former Nixon aide 
“ I found myself saying so 
many times, the bureaucracy 
isn’t going to help these people. 
I ’m going to help them with the 
power of the White House. But 
it was illegal. Where do you 
draw the line? 
“ If you did it by the rules 
and regulations, you’d be there 
25 years. W’e didn’t have that 
time. So sometimes you’d fudge 
and say, ‘The President wants 
this done.’” 
Even so, the aide and most of 
his departed colleagues do not 
agree with Gordon Strachan, 
the tall, sad-eyed young man 
who fought tears as he told the 
Senate Watergate committee 
last summer that based on his 
experience at the White House, 
he had this advice for young 
people interested in govern­ 
ment service: "Stay away.” 
The White House often point­ 
ed out that almost one-third of 
the President’s staff was 30 or 
under. In 1969 a reporter inter­ 
viewed some of 30 White House 
aides with the title of staff as­ 
sistant, deputy secretary or re­ 
search assistant. Today, only 
about a half dozen remain. 
John R. Price, a former exec- 
utiv secretary of the Urban Af­ 
fairs Council and special assist­ 
ant to the President, left the 
administration in 1971. Price, 
now 35 and a vice president of 
Manufacturers Trust Co. in 
New York, was interviewed 
after reading the edited tran­ 
scripts of Nixon’s Watergate 
conversations. 
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" It ’s very depressing there 
was 
not 
more 
leadership 
shown,” he said. “ The only 
things that come out is the in­ 
stinct for survival ... 
"The supreme irony of the 
Nixon years was brought home 
to me by a memorandum (Dan­ 
iel P.) Moyniham wrote to Nix­ 
on just before he was in­ 
augurated. The gist of it was 
that it was Nixon’s task to re­ 
store confidence and respect to 
the office of the presidency and 
American institutions.” 
Then Price added: “ It is time 
for the President to step aside 
in favor of Vice 
President 
Ford.” 
Of the dozen former Nixon 
staffers interviewed, all be­ 
tween the ages of 28 and 35, 
most said they left the White 
House with mixed emotions: 
proud of having worked for the 
president of the United States, 
sickened to see so many of 
their 
colleagues 
facing 
in­ 
dictments, court trials and jail, 
and relieved not to have been 
sucked into the whirlpool them­ 
selves. 
Lee W. Huebner, a former 
Nixon 
speeehwriter, 
offered 
these reflections on his five 
years in the White 
House: 
"When I first came to Washing­ 
ton, it was a great, glittering, 
glamorous and exciting place. 
When I left, it was sad and 
depressing. 
“ Everyone who remembers 
what it might have been is sad­ 
dened it hasn’t turned out the 
way we wanted it to.” 
Huebner, 33, now working for 
the Whitney Communications 
Corp. in New York, said he 
finds it hard to talk about his 
feeling on working for the Nix- 
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ENTERTAINMENT FOR EVERYONE 


on White House. 
The transcripts of the Water­ 
gate 
conversations 
are, 
in 
Huebner’s view, "one of the 
most depressing things I ’ve 
read. People still have ques­ 
tions.” 
But of his experience in the 
White House, Huebner insisted: 
"It is an extraordinary vantage 
point. I feel lucky to have had 
the opportunity. I met a lot of 
fine people there. I learned a 
lot.” 
He smiled at the memory, 
then shook his head. He was 
disappointed, he said, that Nix­ 
on didn’t take a more active 
role in investigating the Water­ 
gate scandal: "From the day 
after the break-in, we kept 
waiting for someone to raise 
the roof. I regret he didn’t take 
a stronger role from the start 
in condemning it and cleaning 
it up.” 
“ For a time, I was mad as 
hell I didn’t know more,” said 
Robert C. Odle Jr., a former 
Nixon staffer and official at the 
President’s 
re-election 
com­ 
mittee who was the first person 
to testify before the Senate Wa­ 
tergate committee. "They could 
have taken me into their con-

Odle. a strong defender of the

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knowledge of the scandal than 
he said he had.” 
Should Nixon leave office or

“ I can’t think of a greater 
national tragedy ... he said. 
Some of the young people 
who, like Odle, carried the title. 
“ Staff Assistant to the Presi­ 
dent,’’ have been unable to find 
a job or found potential em 
ployers wary of anyone with 
White House connections. They 
view themselves as victims of 
guilt by association, even in 
cases where no evidence has 
surfaced to connect them in 
any way with Watergate. 
Jefferey E. Donfeld. 30, a for­ 
mer Nixon staffer who worked 
for more than four years on 
Nixon’s drug abuse program, 
said he received less than red 


carpet 
treatment 
when 
job 
hunting last summer. 
He received indications, he 
said, that congressional leaders 
had little interest in awarding 
high government positions to 
any attorneys who had worked 
on the White House staff during 
Nixon's first term. 
Bobbie Greene Kilberg, a 
Yale Law School graduate who 
worked on Indian affairs and 
other domesticnareas, echoed 
the view of many former aides 
when she said that in spite of 
“ the stupidity of Watergate,” 
she has not lost interest in poli­ 
tics. 
“ I may run for state legisla­ 
ture sometime,” said Mrs. K il­ 
berg, now a vice president of 
Mount Vernon College in Wash­ 
ington.

Bo o s bo u nced aro u nd the baro q u e-fringed Yankee Stadiu m. 
So o n, ho wev er. Nettles righted himself, and wo u nd u p play ing an 
adeq u ate if no t spectacu lar third base. 
In the first gam e this seaso n, he made two sensatio nal play s in 
the field, besides hitting two ho me ru ns that gam e. 
Nettles is pro u d that he ho lds the m ajo r leagu e reco rd fo r mo st 
assists in a seaso n, 4 12, and participated in mo st do u ble play s in a 
seaso n, 54 . Thu s the ex pectatio ns fo r being Clete Bo y er reincarant- 
ed. 
His hitting to tals hav e been respectable bu t nev er sensatio nal. 
He has av eraged abo u t 20 ho mers and a .24 0 figu re at the plate in 
this last fiv e fu ll seaso ns in the big leagu es. 
“I’v e alway s hit in bu nches,” he say s to day . “I’ll settle do wn to 
a no rmal pace.

“I had alway s heard abo u t Williams when I was gro wing u p,” 
said Nettles “Bu t I didn’t really see him play mu ch. I was a San 
Diego Padres fan, and my biggest ambitio n at the time was to play 
fo r them. And that was when they were a Triple A team. 
“I rem em ber that Williams cam e o nce to sco u t a high scho o l 
game I was play ing in. Actu ally , he was co ming fo r the Red So x to 
sco u t Dav e Mo reho u se, a pitcher I was facing that day . They ev en­ 
tu ally signed Mo reho u se. 
“I do n’t rem em ber ho w I did that day . I was kind o f a small 
seco nd baseman, then, abo u t 5-10, 150 (he is no w 6 feet, 185 ). No t a 
lo ng ball hitter at all. And Mo reho u se was a v ery go o d pitcher. So 
Williams nev er said a wo rd to me after the gam e.” 
Then, almo st as an after tho u ght, Nettles said, “ Bu t to tell the 
tru th, and I do n’t kno w why this was so —I m ean, I hav e no reaso n 
fo r it—bu t I’v e alway s been first a Stan Mu sial fan.”

You’ re being married, and second only to 
your thoughts of the Big Day are your plans 
for your glorious honeymoon. Months of mus­ 
ing have gone into the choices for it: experts 
consulted, airline schedules mulled over, bro­ 
chures studied. With the selections made, 
your big concern is looking perfectly beautiful 
during every moment of the trip. 
If that’ s really your goal, take a tip from 
the experts: consider the climate of your des­ 
tination. Each area has its climate pluses- 
and-minuses and it’ s wise to prepare for those 
elements which can mar your appearance. 
Hair is particularly vulnerable to climate 
changes, for instance. Can you really hope to 
look meltingly attractive when your hair’ s a 
mess? 
Of course your basic hair plan is developed 
before you ever set foot on a plane ramp. 
About two weeks before the wedding you will 
have had a professional haircut and styling, 
one which adapts to both ceremony and hon­ 
eymoon. Keep your honeymoon hairstyle 
simple. An elaborate style requires elaborate 
upkeep and the paramount rule is that your 
husband is not going to see you in rollers— 
ever! 
If you’ re off to Florida, take your climate 
clue from the sun. TTiose long, hot days on the 
beach will demand hair-repairs before your 
evening appearances. The operative word 
here is protection. The minute you are out of 
the water, towel-dry your hair and comb it 
smooth. Then cover it—either with a broad- 
rimmed staw hat, or with a scarf, tied gypsy 
style. Too much exposure to the sun can be 
harmful to the hair. 
Back in your hotel room, shampoo first. 
Shampooing is the ultimate hair beauty step 
and clean hair has the bounce and sheen 
which makes all hairdos work. Use a gentle 
basic shampoo which rinses out completely. 
Give hair at least two lathers, one to get rid of 
dirt and oil, one for lustre. Massage the sham­

Your clothes will be casual, but mist 
or no, your hair should not look bedraggled 
Take a warm shower, then shampoo and turn 
to a hairdo that’ s a favorite the world-around: 
the page boy. Towel-dry, comb, blow-dry and 
set ends all around in electric curlers, turning 
hair under. Brush out for a look which is sleek 
but simple, perfect accompaniment for youi 
own tweeds and cashmeres. 
If you and your new spouse are outdoor 
types, you’ ll honeymoon in the woods. It takes 
a brave girl to go along with this—looking 
well in primitive conditions is a real test of in­ 
genuity.

At the same time, 
the bride should choose brides­ 
m aids’ dresses, taking into con­ 
sideration her bridesm aids’ fig­ 
ures as well as their pocket- 
books, since they must pay for 
their dresses. Meanwhile, the 
bride and groom can begin 
planning their home or apart­ 
ment and buying the furnish­ 
ings too. 
Once the guest list is final­ 
ized, preferably within three 
months of the wedding, invita 
tions 
and 
announcem ents 
should be ordered. With fam ily 
help, hand-addressed envelopes 
can be finished two months or 
so before the wedding In vita­ 
tions m ailed three weeks before 
the wedding followed by an­ 
nouncem ents com pletes the 
task 
The couple can then seek 
their m arriage license and visit 
their doctors for medical exam­ 
inations. The bride and groom 
can also use the opportunity to 
remind one another about gifts 
for the best man, ushers and at­ 
tendants. 
As the wedding draws closer, 
within a month perhaps, a r­ 
rangements should be finalized 
for the following: flowers, mu­ 
sic, wedding party transporta­ 
tion, accommodations, wedding 
portrait, wedding cake, photog­ 
rapher’s instructions, wedding 
announcement in newspapers, 
and final gown fittings for the 
bride and bridesmaids.

bridesm aids’ gifts, the bride’s 
gift to the groom, and the single 


biggest expense, the reception. 
The luncheon for the brides’ at­ 
tendants and the rehearsal din­ 
ner are optional. 
When the bride first talks to 
the people whose services she 
will need, it is best to tell them 
exactly what she plans to spend 
and ask what she can expect for 
that amount of money. It is 
pointless to be vague about this. 
An open discussion will speed 
arrangements. 


Once the ceiling is known, the 
caterer may suggest an after­ 
noon reception instead of the 
breakfast or dinner contem­ 
plated by the bride; the florist 
may offer more simple bou­ 
quets and floral arrangem ents; 
or the photographer may make 
a mental note to shoot only the 
most important moments of the 
wedding and reception. 
W ith a budget, everyone 
knows exactly what can be pro- 


vided for a specific amount of 
money. 
Rather than ruin an engage­ 
ment, a budget frees the bride. 
Once she begins to think and 
plan realistically, everything 
falls into place. If costs present 
an insurmountable hurdle, she 
can cut corners without it show­ 
ing.
